‘Better Land” in prof of this. ‘There must bo 
very few people who cannot recall fom memories 
‘of childhood, whole stanzas from each of these

‘An Unfortunate Marriage.

tnd patience. ‘She was a sweet woman, although 
her husband said that the worst of marrying a 
Titerary woman was that ono couldn't get or 
socks mended, anda very pretty woman into 
the bargain. She married at cighteen—her 
maiden name was Browne—but the marriage 
cannot be called an ideal one.

Think of These Next Time You Listen. 


WHEN so snitch on a lanse valve sot 
‘and. tune- into one of the broad- 
casting stations, there comes from the trumpet 
‘of the loud speaker volune of sound big enough 
to fll a large hall or to be audible in the open 
ta sixty or seventy yards away, Even with 
the simple crystal set, provided that the rang 

is not too great, we obtain from the telephones 
oud, clear signals which enable every spoke 


‘word and every note of masioto be heard. Have 
‘you ever thought how infinitely tiny ave the 
impulses picked up by your aerial which pro: 


duce these wonderful effects ? 

‘A fly aw if crawls over a window-pane will 
probably not strike you as expending any vast 
‘Amount of energy. "Yet the energy needed to 
‘enable it to travel for & few inches is hundreds 
fof times greater than the sum total of that 
collected by your serial and passed on to the 
receiving set in an evening's working. One of 
the mireles of wireless ie the way in which 
it enables us to harness the mort minute impulses 
in such a way as to make them do useful work, 


Wasted Ener 

But wonderful as it may scem, the best of 
wireless sets is really hopelessly inefficient ! 
"The energy brought in by the aerial ix small, aa 
‘we have neen, but the erystal set actually wastes 
nnine hundred and ninety-nine thousandths 
‘of it, If we could employ it all usefully, the 
‘crystal set, unaided by valves, would ive 
powerful loud speaker reception from stations 
‘Atgreat distances. Asit ia, oly one-thousandth 
part of what ia pub into the telephone is. em: 
Ployed in making them give out sound, What 


Happens to the rest? Most of i¢ does nothing 
Detter than heat up tho wire wound round the 
two little coils inside them, 


It does not give 


‘any appreciable amount. of heat—nobody, for 

ance, has ever found his telephones too hot 
to wear! Still, it does eanso a very small tise 
of temperature. 

The average “wireless” sot with two note 
magnifying stages contains three of four miles 
‘of wire in its olla and its transformers, If the 
latter are very big, then there may he far more 
than that. We may say, therefore, that tho 
serial terminal of your set is really several miles 
‘away from those to which the 
attached, 

Electrons By The Bil 

Has it ever occurred to 
ae listening to plays relayed. by wireless, 
sitting in your own room hundred miles aves 
from the theatre, hear the words before they 
reach the ears of those sitting in the stalls? 
Itiss9, since sound moves through air at about 
1,100 fect » second, while wirelons waves travel 
‘acronis the ether with speed of 186,000 miles 
second, When Senatore Marconi spoke by 
Wireless telephone from this country to Auatralin, 
his words reached the other side of the world 
in about the same time aa they would have 
taken to travel through the air from one etd 
of a cricket pitoh to the other ! 

One last curions fact. “To Keep the filaments 
‘of your valves glowing, you mast supply them 
With a stream of those useful little "bodies 
Known ae electrons from the accumulator. 
Though you may not know it, you are pro- 
viding each valve of the ordinary type with 
6,625,000,000,000,000,000 electrons in every, 
second that the ‘set is in use.

Rossini and His Work. 


HIS week, listeners. will hear one of the 
most beautiful musical compositions of 

modern times—the “ Stabat Mater " of Rossini, 
which will be brondeast from Glasgow 
fon June Mth. The fit six movements 
‘of this work were composed in 1832, ind it wa 
not finally completed until 1830 

Gioachino Antonio Rossini was one of the 
fow musical yeninses who led a realy happ 
Most of the great composers have been 
by inisfortunes throughout their carvers; but 
Rossini, although Ke watiaenlly had his ups and 
downs, was singularly free from trouble 

He was born at Pesaro, Waly, in 1708, and 
showed remarkable talent at 9 very early age. 
His futher occupied the position of town trum 
peter, which he combined with that of Inspector 

slaughter-hoses !
